WONDERFUL FOUNTAIN. 


To Be Dalit at Cliveden by William 


Waldorf A»tor. 


Mr. William 
Waldorf Astor's new 


fountain for Cliveden, says the Golden 
Penny, of London, is the largest private 
fountain of the kind in the world. It is 
gorgeous and of enormous expense, and 
the only fountain which rivals it in size 
and appearance is that of Emperor Wil- 
liam, in Berlin, the next largest of the 
kind being- at Moscow. 


Mr. Astor, who expects that thJs foun- 


tain will astonish people when it is ex- 
hibited, baa called it "The Fountain of 
Love." The shell alone weighs between 
60 and 70 tons. 


This gigantic shell is made of nine 


pieces of the finest Sienna marble, and

is light brown in color, but the huge 
blocks h.-ne been so skilfully put to» 
Aether that it is almost impossible to 
see the joins. The nine pieces of Sienna 
marble out of which the shell is made 
are tbe largest blocks of Sienna mar- 
ble e\er taken out of Italy. Like large 
sut diamonds, they represent an enor- 
mous %vastc of material. 


The fountain in its architectural fea- 


tures represents the development of one 
idea. It is practically simple and devoid 
of ornate carving, except in the three 


roups. 
Group 1. The first group of (ip-urcs 


which forms a part oi 'this fountain is 
on the cud of the shell nearest the 
entrance p*atcs. This group, nuulc ot 
the finest and whitest Sicilian marble, 


sUtb of the heroic sized (igiire of a 


woman with a Cupid. The right hand 
of the figure is outstrelched. In it she 
liokls o>er the basin l>y the handle a 
;mall Greek \asc, fiom which vatcr 
lours. Her left hand falls by her side. 
Standing- at her left side is a figure of a 
ittle Cupid, naked, with wings, look- 
ng up into her face. The work is pro- 
nounced by sculptors to be surpassing- 
y beautiful.

So a person with 
lis faith does cot live for this life alone. 
te lives for the betterment of himself, 
is family, hi? friends. 
His know'edge 


f God gives him a motive that is higher. 
Ie looks upon man as made with an 
mmortai soul a soul, with life eternal, 
nd longs with an endless longing for 
hair happiness in this end the next 
•odd. 
This is the kind of a life that Father 


Vliicken lived. He was a man of faith, a 
man whose faith showed in the working 


f his life, a man whose divine faith 
ade better his entire life. 
Father 


dackcn had hope, tbat divine hope that 
Christ would not allow him to die for- 
iver. Added to this he had charity, not 
he charity of the flesh but the charity 
jf a divine personality. 
1 have known 


'ather Macken for 30 years or more. I 


met him at the Seminary where flocked 
lundreds of men with the missionary 
ipirit willing to leave home and friends 
and those whom they loved. Willing to 
eave brothers and sisters, willing to 
eave father and mother, all to devote 
heir lives to the betterment of those 
not knowing of this great faith aud love. 


In a brief period of time I found him 


jO be a man of brilliant mind, of won- 
derful facilities. He knew the high mis 
sion be was preparing himself for. He 


[new 
the responsibilities of his office as 


a teacher,that from the lips of the pries! 
lis people must receive knowledge. He 
ost no opportunity to fit himself for His 
work that this knowledge might b^ im- 
parted in a manner that would carry the 
truth of his teachings. Among all these 
men of taieat he was easily the prince ol 
them all. His great desire for know 
ledge that was manifested then lastec 
throughout his entire life and his very 
last days were spent in eagerly seeking 
knowledge. The fund of knowledge ac 
quired was such that ihere was no 
branch of learning he did not know. 


Father Macken had all the element 


that make a great man. He could no 
be other than great. He had the bril 
liant 
intellectual quality of a man 


m-«:r. 


o their comfort. This was one of the 
qualities which made him a noble and 
generous man. 


He was a man of spirit. 
Difficulties 


>n!y served to develop his greatness. 
^he greatest obstacles never conquered 
im, he overcome them. 
If Father 


•lacken had occupied a position of 
minence he wonld have been one of 
hose men whose wisdom and courage 
f spirit were universally respected. His 
cachings were the result of much good. 
le was humble in tha holiest and best 
ense. It is not always that the teach- 
ng of the people is the helping of the 
people. There is no life more holy than 
hat of a pas or, the life of a priest 
caching his people. Yet because it is 
tumble it is not much admired. His 
oodness was known among his people, 
t will never be known over the world 
jut his influence can not be limited to 
teople or time, it will go on forever in 
ae minds of those whom he taught 
'ather Macken was most sensitive to an 
nsult, yet he never allowed thia to inter- 
ere with his dealings with his fellow 
men.

MOTHERS OF OUR PRESIDENTS 
Their Influence Ha» Been Clearly 


Traced In Every Caie. 


Dr. Talcott Williams, of Philadelphia, 


aas> made an iteresting summary of the 
lives »f the mothers of our presidents. 


Eleven of them, or nearly half of the 


number, were in easy circumstances, 
belonging to families of education and 
gentle breeding; the other half offthe 
number struggled with poverty and 
hardships more or less severe. The lives 
barest of comfort or softness were prob- 
ably those of Jackson's and Lincoln's 
mothers, who were pioneers in the 
west nnrl literally struggled for the 
necessities of life. 


Some of these women were Unlettered 


ind perhaps narrow and bigoted. Sojne 
were of the fairest fruit of American 
;ivilUalion. But Dr. Williams calls at- 
tention to the momentous fact that all, 
without exception, were godly and de- 
vout women. 


".\o American." he says, "has be- 


come president without the memory of 
(he prayers he li«]'ed at his mother's 
l:nec. 
Not a pre-idcnt but has left 


somewhere on record his testimony to 
the training and religious influence of 
a Christian mother." 


HP notes also the significant fact that 


ill the presidents of the T'nited States 
ha\e ruouedly owed more to the in- 
fincnco ft' their mothers upon their 
lives than to (hat of their fathers. More 
than half, indeed, nere left fatherless 
in boyhood. 


The conclusion to be drawn from 


these sitrnifii'ant resemblances in the 
lives of the presidents is that the quali- 
ties given to a man by the love and 
daily training of a siiuere. God-fearing 
mother are those which command the 
tmst of other men. The nation haq 
not, perhaps. cho=en its most brilliant 
or possiWv its most able men to be its 
chief rulers. 
But it has never chosen 


a man. from Washington to M^Kinlcy, 
whom the majority of the people did 
not believe to be honest in character. 


The "higher education" which the 


mothers of onr future presidents are 
receiving to-day will enable them to 
give to their children a broad culture 
along lines of mental acquirement, of 
which Mary Washington and Nancy 
Lincoln never 
heard 
or 
dreamed. 


But let them not ignore the hon- 
esty 
and 
simple 
religious 
faith 


which these women gave to their 
sons, 
and 
by 
which 
they 
were 


made steadfast in princiolc, and held 
the confidence of the country in its 
hours of direct need.—Youth's Compnn- 
on.

Mr. Mills said 
that the prosecution claimed that the de- 
fendant had followed tbe women, that 


nlejr crossed over the street and 


there was an encounter in which McKtn- 
ley lost bia life and tbe other man escap- 
ed, dropping or throwing bis revolver 
Into the alley. 
After an occurrence of 


this tlnd there are never two persons who 
will mnnmber It just alike and especlal- 
Iv after eight yeara, therefore the conflict 
which must naturally arise In regard tu 
the smaller and unimportant details. Mr.

Iho attorney said the faot that there waa 
no concerted acts on tbo part of the wit- 
nesses was fohown by tbe testimony of tbo 
witnesses. It shows that there was no 
unseen hand back ofhhe prosecution. Tbo 
faith and credit given the witnesses de- 
cides the caee. The defense would proba- 
bly make much of the fact that the wit- 
nesses never told their stories before. 
If 


they saw what they swear they did they 
arc to be blauied. 


INDEBTED FOR FREEDOM. 


The defendant Is la no position to cry 


against these witnesses. If their story is 
true the defendant in this ease is indebted 
to them for nine years of freedom.
